LARGE TEMPLE LIBRARY DIS- 
COVERED BY DR. STEIN.

Crammed With Ancient Manu- 
scripts, Paintings and Other 
Buddhist Remains, 


Dr. M. A. Stein, the leader of 
the Indian Government mission to 
Central Asia, reached London re- 
cently, and-described his expedi- 
tions in Central Asia, involving 
three years’ travel, and the cover- 
ing of 10,000 miles in some of the 
wildest and bleakest regions of the 
earth's surface. Diseussing his 
work, the explorer said :— 


“As an example of the difficul- 
ties to be overcome, I may mention 
that, for the sake of exploring the 
region which lay on a long-aban- 
doned ancient trade route from 
China to the north end of the Tak- 
lamakan, I had to keep fifty men 
for over three weeks at work at 
ruins which were situated eight 
long marches from the nearest 
drinkable water. This was a per- 
iod of extreme hardshhip.

almost beyond description, and the 
thermometer ranged down to 48 be- 
low freezing point. The traces of 
ancient river beds, which were 
marked by dead trees, and which 
we crossed again and again, gave 
striking proof of the desiccation 
which had overtaken the whole of 
the region.

According to him, the 
unreformed method was simply to 
hold the gospels with three fingers 
above the book, typifying the 
Trinity, and two fingers below, 
typifying the twofold destruction of 
body and soul that an oath-taker 
invoked upon himself if he swore 
falsely.

The dairy industry bas perhaps 
teached a higher stage of scientific de 
velopment than any other branch of 
agriculture, Hither purposely or un 
knowingly most dairymen with whom 
this branch of agriculture is a busi 
ness proposition closely follow the 
practices laid down os a result of the 
great amount of scientific investiga- 
tion which has been devoted to the 
many phases of milk production, 
writes the agricultural editor of the 
Chicago Tribune. In spite of this there 
are elementary principles which many 
good and successful dalrymen do not 
understand or upon which there are 
radical differences of opinion, based 
upon practical experience, 

All dairymen know that the dairy 
cow must be liberally fed in order that 
she be stimulated to her best produc- 
tion of milk and recognize that she is 
rarely given more of palatable and nu- 
tritious feed than she will pay for at 
the milk pail, The effect of quantity 
of feed in increasing or decreasing the 
volume of milk flow is understood, but 
the effects of variation of feed upon 
the constituent elements of the milk 
dow are less understood. Many datry- 
men firmly believe that butter fat or 
the solids in milk can be changed by 
changes in character of feed and in 
the nutritive clements which it con- 
tains, frequently claiming personal ex- 
perience as a foundation for the bellef, 

Possibly the most common belief ts 
that succulent feed eauses a thinner 
that is, more watery—milk, the volume 
being increased, but the richness, per- 
centage of butter fat or of solid ele- 
ments being correspondingly smaller, 
Many and careful experiments, both in 
this country and abroad, demonstrate 
beyond a doubt that the butter fat 
content is not decreased by succulent 
feed. aking grass_as an example, it 
is clearly established that the percent- 
ago of butter fat is equally large in 
milk from a cow fed on the most sué- 
culent of June grass as in milk from 
the same cow fed on hay. In fact, va- 
tious experiments seem to indicate p 
small fraction more butter fat from the 
grass feed, but the difference is more 
properly chargeable to the favorable 
effect upon the nervous system of sun 
light, pleasant weather and outdoor 
life enjoyed by the cow on pasture 
The point is that succulent food does 
not form watery milk, 

Experiments in feeding distillery 
slops, a most watery feed, further con 
firm the conclusion that butter content 
is not affected, The conclusion is in 
evitable that succulent feeds have no 
unfavorable effect upon milk compost 
tion, though it is possible that mucb 
diluted food, like distillery slops, brew- 
ers’ grains or pomace fed in large quan- 
tities for long periods, might prove in 
jurions through physical derangements

HUVMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


Any even numbered sections of 
Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 
ing 8 and 26, notreserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of the family, or any 
male over 18 yearsof age, to the 
extent of one-quarter section of 160 
1cres, more or less, 


Application for entry must be 
tuade in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district in which 
the land is situated. Entry by 
proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on certain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of an intending 
homesteader. 


The homesteader is required tu 
pertorm the homestead duties under 
one of the following plans; 

(1) At least six months’ resid- 
ence upon and cultivation of the 
land in each year for three years, 

(2) A homesteader may, if he 
so desires, perform the required 
residence duties by living on farm- 
ing laud owned solely by him, not 
less than eighty (80) acres in ex- 
tent, in the vicinity of his home- 
stead Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if 
the father is deceased) of a home- 
steader has permanent residence 
on farming land owned soley by 
him not less than eighty (80) acres 
n extent in the vicinity of the 
homestead, or upon a homestead 


entered for by him in the yicinity, 


such homesteader may perform his 
own residence duties by living with 
the father (or mother), 

(4) The term ‘‘vicinity’’ in the 
two preceeding paragraphs is defin- 


ed as meaning not more than nine 


miles in a direct line, exclusive of 
the width of road allowances cross- 
ed in the measurement, 

(5) A homesteader intending to 
perform his residence duties in ac- 
cordance with the above while liv- 
ing with parents or on farming land 
owned by himself must notify the 
Agent for the district of such in- 
tention,
